Beverly Hillbillies 


There’s one virtue to a fifth year on 
the air—at least to the one that The 
Beverly Hillbillies starts Sept. 14. The 
Great Debate is over. 

The Great Debate, you'll recall, 
started ‘way back there when Jed 
Clampett and his kinfolk took the Na- 
tion by storm; and critics, sociologists 
and deep-think doodlers by contro- 
versy. J : 

Corn, muttered the scorners—fresh 
off the cob and pure, aglitter with 
mountain dew; its popular consump- 
tion proving beyond doubt the 12- 
year-old mentality of the wanderers 
in the wasteland. 

Not at all, murmured the nonscorn- 
ers—here we had social satire, in the 
hillbillies’ puncturing of the pompous; 
here we had vicarious fulfillment of 
the great American dream of simplic- 

-ity and purity, surviving intact under 
the pressures of all the evil that is in- 
herent in wealth. 

And while the Great Debate contin- 
ued, Jed remained good andloyal and 
true, Granny baked her possums, 
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Jethro consumed anything in sight, 
Elly May filled her blue jeans to 
perfection and the clan ensconced it- 
self among the Top 10 for the first 
year and appeared there more often 
than not thereafter. 

But now the ratings are leveling 
off, the Clampetts have settled into 
their comedy routines—and what’s 
there to argue about? We’re down to 
basics and there are enough of us 
around who can take them as a steady 
diet and a few more who find them 
an occasional pleasure. 

At very least The Beverly Hillbillies 
offers its viewers security: Banker 
Drysdale’s schemes will go agley and 
his apoplexy will get its exercise; 
Granny is going to be the enfant 
terrible that we love to think all 
elderly folk are at heart; the wicked 
and the worldly will get their come- 
uppance; and the canned laughter— 
above all, the canned laughter—will 
tell us where the jokes are, and Elly 
May will be back in her blue jeans by 
finale time. 

What makes the show both durable 
and endurable is an utter lack of pre- 
tension as far as characters, situation 
and even comedy are concerned. It’s 
like an old, familiar song—sweet and 
simple. Simplicity and simple-minded- 
ness are in fact the key words, with 
four appealing personalities and good- 
past-the-point-of-slickness production 
providing the music. So smoothly are 
words and music combined by now, 
in fact, that you can find yourself 
smiling and even chuckling in spots 
where there isn’t any canned laughter. 
The comedy (and the brow it’s aimed 
at) may be low—but so is the pitch; 
the irritation, therefore, is minuscule. 

So, of course, is the excitement of 
intellect, the refreshment of concept, 
the suggestion of wit. But why debate 
it? There are still those among us 
with a taste for possum—and the 
Clampetts certainly know how to dish 
it out in suitable style.

In ‘Young Mr. Eisenhower’ 
the former President recalls his years 


at the U.S. Military Academy 


Trophy Point: A chat against back- 
ground of West Point’s historic cannons. 


On June 28, 1966, a 
historic military encoun- 
i ter was re-enacted: 
Dwight D. Eisenhower 
(class of 1915) came 
back to West Point. But 
b % this time, instead of 

A entering as a_ lonely 
plebe, he carried with him Harry Reason- 
er and a phalanx of TV documentary- 
makers who were there to shoot a major 
part of the forthcoming CBS special, 
“Young Mr. Eisenhower,’’ scheduled to be 
telecast Sept. 13. 

This autobiographical account will fol- 
low the former President from his first 
fishing trip as a boy in Abilene, Kan., 
to his football career at the Academy. 
Two cameras alternated for nonstop 
coverage of Mr. Eisenhower’s conversa- 
tions with Reasoner over periods of many 
hours. 

The West Point segment alone accounts 
for four hours of filming. Another five 
took place in Abilene, where young 
Eisenhower grew up. 

“That's very little shooting for a doc- 
umentary,” commented Bill Leonard, vice 
president of CBS News. ‘We still have 
20 more hours of filming at various 
locations to which Mr. Eisenhower refers 
and we'll use hundreds of stills from the 
Eisenhower Museum as well.” 
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Producer Burton Benjamin lights his 
pipe as the former President also relaxes.

Some appear on television despite official denials

JA it took was 27 phone calls, 
four days of suspenseful wait- 
ing, the combined powers of Intourist, 
Scandinavian Airlines System, and the 
public information department of 
Mosfilm (Russia’s largest movie stu- 
dio, where all filmed TV is made), 
a bushel of free advice from resi- 
dent American journalists, a clan- 
destine dinner meeting at a restaurant 
where young Russian swingers noisily 
Twist, a miraculously assenting voice 
somewhere in the Department of 
Foreign Connections, and a favorable 
nod somewhere along the line from 
the Minister of Communications. 

So here we are—David Bassett, a 
whizkid interviewer from CFCF 
Radio-TV in Montreal; John S. (Bud) 
Palmer, the onetime basketball star 


and sportscaster, here to represent the 
mayor of New York; Marty Pasetta, 
a young American director here on 
behalf of Gypsy Rose Lee, also a 
visitor in Moscow; Tanya Klochkov- 
skaya, our Intourist interpreter; and 
this reporter, standing expectantly 
before the heavy iron gates and im- 
posing 550-foot broadcast tower of 
Shabolovka Studios, the only tele- 
vision studio in Moscow. 

We are ushered past a guard, stony- 
visaged but unarmed, into a large 
complex of squat yellow buildings. 
I notice that Bassett, our whizkid, 
has wandered off with his movie cam- 
era. I also notice an official black car 
with driver, the most common status 
symbol in Russia, standing just out- 
side the main building. Who it belongs

to we are to find out later. 

Inside, stout Russian ladies with 
typical Russian straw brooms peck 
away at typical Russian stripe-edged 
carpets. Photographs line one wall. 
Aha, we tell ourselves, the stars of 
Russian TV. Not at all, corrects our 
Intourist guide. The technicians of 
Russian TV. 

Our hostess is Stella Zdanova, the 
assistant to the Chief Editor of TV 
Programs. A handsome, dark-eyed 
woman in her mid-30’s, she wears 
a severe blue suit, hair bobbed effi- 
ciently. We are ushered into a recep- 
tion room gaudily furnished in a 
simulated leopard pattern. Obviously 
elaborate preparations have been made 
for our visit, and a low coffee table 
is heavy with Russian soft drinks, 
cakes and sweetened black coffee. 
Bassett is. still not with us. After a 
few opening remarks by Palmer on 
behalf of New York City, Mme. Stella 
does the talking. Tanya interprets ex- 
pertly. Mme. Stella wastes no time. 

The Russians are very aware of tele- 
vision as a method of “reaching the 
people.” There are 12,000,000 sets in 
the Soviet Union today, but, she says, 
they are selling at the fantastic rate 
of 25,000 a day. 

Sets can be bought for as low as 
160 rubles (or about $177) and go 
on up to 400 rubles. To stimulate 
sales, credit has been made more 
easily available. Moreover, a Russian 
used to pay a 15-ruble tax on pur- 
chase of his television set, but this 
tax has now been eliminated. 

There are four of what we call 
channels. “The first,” she says, “is 
whole programming [what we would 
call network programming]. It is for 
all the people in the Soviet Union. 
But we have a problem. Our country 
is too vast. We have a seven-hour 
time discrepancy. Thus, what you call 
‘prime time’ is for us from 6 to 9 
in the evening. Still it is too late for 
the Urals. We move the time up and 
the Muscovites complain. Yes, we have 
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tape. But we like to broadcast live. 
The actor feels it is not good to have 
no audience.” 

The second channel is for Moscow 
and environs only. With its corre- 
spondent “local” channels in Lenin- 
grad and Kiev, it telecasts, logically, 
the most sophisticated material on 
Russian TV, on the theory that the 
big cities are the stronghold of the 
intelligentsia. It leans toward the 
big dramas, often by Chekhov, who, 
dead 62 years, is still the Rod Ser- 
ling of the Soviet Union; and to such 
heavy political thmking as there is 
(the Russians tend to almost childish 
simplification of political issues). 

The “whole” channel (also called the 
“universal” channel) operates on a 
more popular level, heavy on sports, 
particularly football (soccer), which 
amounts to a national passion in the 
USSR. But even on this channel the 
football match is likely to be followed 


’ by a play by Gorki. 


The third channel is educational, 
a word which the Russians take se- 
riously. In fact, they consider almost 
everything “educational,” continued

but the special function of this channel 
is to be sure the farmer knows about 
modern agricultural advances. 

The fourth channel, which operates 
spasmodically out of Leningrad, is 
experimental. This is where the Rus- 
sians have conducted experiments in 
color and dabbled in foreign telecast- 
ing. In point of fact, all Russian tele- 
vision, like most European television, 
is intermittent. The first channel 
telecasts from approximately 4:45 P.M. 
to 11, the second (Moscow) channel 
from approximately 6 to 11, the edu- 
cational channel on an even looser 
schedule. No time boundaries are ob- 
served and a program may stop any 
time. If the next program is not ready, 
viewers look at a test pattern. 

As far as Soviet officialdom is con- 
cerned, there is no such thing as a 
“TV star.” Indeed, the word “star” 
is an embarrassment in a society in 
which the individual by definition 
takes a back seat. “Popular is a term 
without importance for us,” Mme. 
Stella is saying. “We first want our 
audiences to become acquainted with 
our culture and our science and our 
state. This is the special function of 
the first.channel. We are anti-star.” 


Russia’s most popular show 


Despite everything, “the stars” 
are indeed emerging. The most popular 
show in the USSR is a Saturday night 
variety show called Blue Flame (no 
relation to ABC’s Blue Light) which 
has been going for five years. It op- 
erates with masters of ceremonies 
(not one but many, the Russians are 
quick to point out) in the classic Ed 
Sullivan manner. The setting is a 
café in which singers, dancers, come- 
dians, jugglers or skating bears drop 
in for the evening. 

‘Yes, it has been getting awfully 
popular and we are suffering from it,” 
our hostess admits. “It used to go on 
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at 9, but we had to move: it up, 
there was so much demand for it.” It 
turns out that they have another “em- 
barrassment,” a detective show called 
Zero Two, modeled along Western 
lines. It, too, is a big favorite with 
Russian viewers. 

But we pass quickly on to less 
touchy subjects. Since TV is state- 
owned and controlled, prodigious 
amounts of time and money are 
poured into it. For example, the 
studio can man nine mobile trucks to 
cover any story at any time. For a 
big news break such as the return of 
the Cosmonauts, a call to Leningrad 
can increase that number to 17 plus 
a helicopter unit. For its live dramatic 
shows, the director will begin rehears- 
ing his actors four or five months be- 
fore the performance. 


French equipment is used 


The equipment is primarily French, 
among Europe’s best, and because of 
its finer grid, of a quality that easily 
surpasses ours. Later, watching the 
monitors on one of the six stages, our 
young American director, Marty Pas- 
etta, was amazed that such a picture 
was possible at the low light level. By 
1968 not only will all the equipment 
be French, but Russian TV will have 
moved into its new studios with 11 
soundstages, a 1700-foot tower (with 
a restaurant 400 feet up), and six 
channels in operation. The present 
studio will be used for training. 

Can our hostess measure the growth 
of the medium? “A difficult question,” 
she allows. “When I came here in 1956 
my number was 96. Now, the creative 
staff is over 2000 people. A hundred 
of these are directors.” 

The Russians even have a version 
of the Nielsen ratings. This is because, 
according to Mme. Stella, “the work- 
ers in TV should often meet with their 
audience.” The agency is known as 
the Laboratory of Social Investiga- 
tions, and tabulating the results of 


its elaborate questionnaire takes three 
months. The data is then submitted to 
a “Conference on Scientific Program- 
ming” in Leningrad. All to find out— 
and she hesitates—that Blue Flame is 
the most popular program in Russia, 
followed by sports and news shows. 

With the new prominence of TV 
as a propaganda force, Mosfilm has 
moved prominently into the picture. A 
sprawling 20-acre plant built on the 
scale of a 20th Century-Fox, it has 
4000 workers turning out TV films. 
These films average about an hour 
and 10 minutes apiece, cost about 
120,000 rubles ($133,000) and are made 
as carefully as any full-length movie. 
A young director, Sergei Kolosov, 
whom I had visited at Mosfilm earlier 
that same day, told me about “Fire on 
Us,” a four-parter he had made for 
TV which had a running time of five 
hours and 10 minutes. It was, he said, 
a modern story of the German occupa- 
tion of Russia, starring his blonde 
wife, the prominent Russian actress 
Lyudmilla Kasatkina. It was so suc- 
cessful that it was later released to 
the theaters, where, Kolosov was 
quick to add, it returned its costs 
(300,000 rubles) in Sweden, Finland 
and Japan alone. 

One-third of Mosfilm’s TV output, 
he said, is directed toward youths. Did 
it accurately reflect youthful Russian 
mores—for example, the Twist dancers 
at such night spots as the Budapest 
and the Metropole? He had smiled. 
“Our main task is to give some serious 
ethical and moral substance to the 
films. But we also show the life of 
the teen-ager as it is, yes,” he said. 


I recali this conversation now as. 


Mme. Stella leans hard on the “eth- 
ical,” “moral” and, naturally, starless 
values of Soviet newscasting. As we 
are about to begin a tour of the 
studio, we run into Bassett in the hall. 
He has in tow a large, remarkably 
handsome, broad-shouldered man who 
speaks nearly impeccable English and 
graciously welcomes us all. 
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He turns out to be Yuri Fokin, grad- 
uate of the University of Moscow, con- 
ductor of a newsmagazine-type pro- 
gram called News Relay and the No. 1 
political commentator in the USSR. 
When Bassett had become lost, Fokin 
had found him and, upon being told 
that Bassett was his counterpart in 
Canada, had invited him into his 
office to tape an interview, guarantee- 
ing him a speedy return to the Hotel 
National in his chauffeur-driven lim- 
ousine if the party left without him. 


How much freedom? 


While two secretaries served them 
Russian coffee, Yuri Fokin had an- 
swered a half hour’s worth of tough 
questions on tape and equipment sup- 
plied by the Shabolovka Studios— 
questions like “How much freedom do 
you really have?” and “Have you ever 
come into direct conflict with your 
party bosses?” 

To which Fokin had replied: “No, 
no, no! I am responsible for what 
I say. I may disagree with the Minis- 
ter of Education and I may say some- 


. thing not to the liking of the Minis- 


ter of Education, but I still exer- 
cise my own judgment. Of course, I 
am a Communist . . . we have here 


-our Communist point of view and we 


” 


have to express it. . 

Now, as Fokin excuses himself to 
change from sport shirt to sedate suit 
in preparation for his next newscast, 
we say good-by to Mme. Stella and 
pass out of the yellow building, past 
the broom ladies and past the official 
black car awaiting Mr. Fokin. 

“Do you know who you met?” Tan- 
ya asks Bassett breathlessly. As she 
enumerates the fascinating attributes 
of Yuri Fokin, including intellect, wit 
and, most of all, charm, it is evident 
that the star system is breathing down 
Russian necks even harder than we 
had already suspected. It seems that 
the Walter Cronkite of Russia is also 
its Clark Gable. 
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Is His Fortune 


Terry-Thomas’s name is forgettable— 


it’s his smile that stays with you

Ae flying some 10,600 miles 


from London, via Barbados, 
to Los Angeles, actor Terry-Thomas 
arrived, teeth agap, at Universal City 
Studios to begin work in “Munster, Go 
Home,” the recently released feature- 
length motion picture based upon The 
Munsters television series. 

Flashing the smile which, it has 
been said, has made him “in all his 
tunnel-toothed glory, the unchal- 
lenged, blustering, bumbling successor 
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to Colonel Blimp,” he told a young 
lady at the entrance to the makeup 
department that he was reporting for 
the Munsters picture. 

“What’s your name?” she asked. 

“Terry-Thomas.” 

“What part do you play?” 

“Freddie.” 

Whereupon she got on the intercom 
and announced, “The guy that plays 
Freddie is here.” 

Later, when he reached the sound- 


stage and the assistant director asked 
him what part he played, he replied 
witheringly, “The mother.” Whether 
the assistant director got the message 
is not known, but after that he called 
the actor “Mr. Thompson.” 

This sort of thing can be damaging 
to the tender ego of a performer, but 
Terry-Thomas received his indoctri- 
nation the first time he appeared on 
The Ed Sullivan Show and was intro- 
duced as “Tommy Tucker.” 

Of course, in a way, he has only 
himself to blame. Terry-Thomas is a 
tricky sort of name. But, as he says, 
“My real name—Thomas Terry Hoar- 
Stevens—is impossible.” When he de- 
cided to be an actor, he tried Thomas 
Terry but dropped it for fear people 
would think him a member of the 
famous theatrical family. He even 
tried spelling his name backwards, and 
to this day friends who do not call 
him Tom call him Mot. 

Whatever he is called, he has, it 
has been truly said, “virtually monop- 
olized the comic English codger and 
added his own lunatic stripe to the 
old school tie.” 

To the question which has been 
asked, “whether he is spoofing the 
uppercrust Briton or simply being 
one,” he insists that the latter is the 
case. In his first big movie, “Private’s 
Progress,” in 1956, he played an 
officer he insists was completely true 
to life—“all charm on the surface 
and an absolute swine underneath.” 

Terry-Thomas learned about officers 
as a British army sergeant during 
World War II. He was born in London 
on July 14, 1911, and was a movie 
extra and cabaret entertainer before 
the war broke out. He began his 
show-business career as organizer and 
leader of a touring band called the 
Rhythm Maniacs. 

He first attracted attention in such 
British pictures as “Blue Murder at 
St. Trinian’s,” “School for Scoun- 
drels,” “I’m All Right, Jack” and 
“Make Mine Mink.” In the United 
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States, he has appeared in “How to 
Murder Your Wife,” “It’s a Mad, Mad, 
Mad, Mad World” and “Those Magnif- 
icent Men in Their Flying Machines.” 
On television, he has principally per- 
formed on variety programs—Danny 
Kaye, Judy Garland, Andy Williams. 

In 1963, after being divorced ‘for 
many years, Terry-Thomas married _ 
Belinda Cunningham, the daughter of 
a retired British colonel. They have 
a 2-year-old son, Timothy, more 
familiarly known as “Tiger,” of whom 
his father says, “He has the gap—I’m 
so excited!” Until the actor himself, 
it seems, the gap has been limited to 
the distaff side of the family. 

Despite the lack of recognition he 
received at Universal City, Terry- 
Thomas and his gap have become an 
international institution. Ladies stop 
him on the street and ask him to 
smile, and when he does they say, “It’s 
real!” Once, when he met the late 
King George VI, he said, “Have you 
ever seen me on TV?” The king said, 
“Don’t be bloody silly. Of course, I 
have.” 

Although his home is still in Lon- 
don, Terry-Thomas travels every- 
where to make pictures, and the size 
of the role does not concern him. “I’m 
much too busy to play big parts,” he 
says. “TI love little parts. 

In his travels, he likes to water- 
ski. In this respect, the stop at Bar- 
bados en route to Hollywood was a 
disappointment. “Despite much time 
spent in the tropics, I was sunburned 
‘within 20 minutes,” he says. “I had to 
ski fully clothed.” 

Such antic observations are’ typ- 
ical. of him, but he takés himself 
seriously as a performer. He has 
said, “I’m often referred to as a 
farceur, but I don’t consider myself 
as such at all, but as a very straight 
comedian.” He adds, “I’ve never 
wanted to play Hamlet. Anyone can 
play Hamlet. I prefer to do something 
difficult, like making people laugh.”

Trouble on the Pad: The Ford 
Foundation proposal for a nonprofit 
satellite system to give the U.S. a 
financially healthy educational-TV 
operation was announced on Aug. 1. 
Wasting no time in getting their 


satellite idea off the ground, the 
Foundation’s president McGeorge 
Bundy and consultant Fred W. 


Friendly appeared last week before 
the U.S. Senate’s. Commerce Com- 
mittee’s communications subcommit- 
tee to explain and defend their pro- 
posal. 

It won’t be an easy countdown, 
for Communications Satellite Corp., 
too, was on hand in the person of its 
board chairman James McCormack 
as a reminder of COMSAT’s conten- 
tion that Congress has given it the 
exclusive right to operate systems of 
this type, and on a_ profit-making 
basis. Witnesses from the American 
Telephone & Telegraph Co. backed 
him up. McCormack, however, praised 
the Ford Foundation suggestion for 
“dramatizing in a new way the needs 
of noncommercial broadcasting.” 

AT&T contended that the Ford 
Foundation had made a $30-million 
error in presenting its case. (“They’re 
crazy!” replied Bundy later, in his 
office.) Other organizations opposing 
the plan were ITT, Western Union 
and General Telephone & Electronics. 

Appropriately enough, the editor at 
the proceedings, Friendly, presented 
the most succinct description of the 
need for the proposal: Commercial 
networks have the money to present 
quality public-service shows but not

the time on the air; educational TV 
has the air time, but not the money. 

Sen. John O. Pastore (D., RIL), 
chairman of the committee, com- 
mended Bundy for his testimony, and 
there seemed to be general agreement 
in the body with what McCormack 
called the need for “providing mas- 
sive additional support to noncom- 
mercial broadcasting.” 


Watts Happening: NBC’s documentary 
“The Angry Voices of Watts,’ pre- 
sented on the anniversary of the Los 
Angeles riots, was favorably received 
as a commendable escape from es- 
capism. Negro writers, training in a 
workshop established by Hollywood 
writer Budd Schulberg, indicated in 
readings from their stories, poetry 
and essays that the problem of Watts 
has lessened little, if at all. 


Clay Wings on Batman?: In a world 
full of international, national and 
community conflicts, ordinary citizen 
John Q. Public received still another 
psychic blow last week from a most 
improbable quarter: Out of Holly- 
wood came the rumor of discord on 
the Batman set. The intrepid defender 
of justice and his young aide Robin, 
it was said, were not getting along 
together. Adam West, who plays Bat- 
man, was asking “re-evaluation” of 
his contract; and Boy Wonder Burt 
Ward, still emulating his mentor, was 
thinking along the same lines. 
Explained observers on the set: 
“working pretty hard . . . occasional 
upstaging, a scene steal .. . testi- 
ness.” Deprecated producer Howie 
Horwitz: “just actor stuff.” But the 
best diagnosis came from another 
studio oldhand: “hit-show virus.”

Dr. Einstein at Princeton 


Albert Einstein was haunted 
by his public image and the crowds 
that followed him, Charlie Chaplin ex- 


plained it to him this way: “They are 
cheering you because they don’t under- 
stand you.” 

Einstein was a paradoxical man: 
His theory of relativity unified time 
and space; his hatred of militarism was 
eclipsed by ideas which led to the first 
atomic bomb. He theorized that space 
was curved, and in doing so he upset 
the universal laws of Isaac Newton.

You’re wrong about Barbara Feldon’s sultry eyes—

arbara Feldon, alias Get 
Smart's Agent 99 (“Good 
thinking, Max”), alias the 

Tiger Girl (“I want a word 

with all you tigers”), reclines silkily 


in an old barber chair in a setside . 


cubicle at Paramount’s satellite studio 
on Sunset Boulevard in Hollywood. 

Facing her on a shelf is a whole aud- 
ience of Barbara Feldon heads cast in 
Styrofoam, bewigged with Dutch Boy 
bobs, Sassoon haircuts, extra bangs, 
postiches of curls and preset up-do 
hair pieces. 

This is the sultry siren whose vel- 
vety growl to the tigers (“Grrrr, I 
like you, but I don’t like lions—you 
know, men with wild, dry manes, the 
kind with lots of dandruff”) became 
almost as familiar as “Come up and 
see me sometime.” Passers-by contin- 
ually accost her on the street with 
their version of her kittenish growl. 

“Tt’s not easy to growl like that. You 
have to do it in the back of your 
throat, with your uvula. I taught my- 
self when I was 6 years old, trying to 
sound like Pinocchio calling for help 
after being swallowed by the whale. 

“Tm Pop Art on camera,” she con- 
tinues. “Gay and spoofy. All those 
tigers know it’s a put-on.” 

She looks kind of skinny and spin- 
dle-legged to be a torrid sex symbol— 
which she insists she isn’t—yet “Barbie 
Doll” (her setside sobriquet) weighed 
even less, 107, as a svelte haute-cou- 
ture fashion model in Manhattan. “I 
was a clothes hanger.” It’s hard to 
picture her at the 145 pounds she 
weighed earlier, in 1957, as a high- 
kicking show girl (Copacabana, “Zieg- 
feld Follies”) at the time she first met 
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she’s just terribly nearsighted 


her husband, Belgian-born Lucien 
Verdoux Feldon. “Let’s just say she 
was stacked,” he says. 

On the stage between setups she 
sits in a corner wearing little steel- 
rimmed glasses like Grandma Moses, 
doing her needle point. “I’m the girl 
with the drooping eyelids,” she com- 
ments. “Men are always accusing me 
of leading them on with my so-called 
‘bedroom eyes.’ It’s mostly myopia, 
I’m afraid.” 

Evenings out, she wears contact 
lenses. According to Lucien: “If one 
of her lenses fogs up, she thinks noth- 
ing of popping the lens out and stick- 
ing it in her mouth to wash it.” 

On the street she’s myopically obliv- 
ious of her public. It’s news to Bar- 
bara when Lucien says, “Do you know 
that 10 people recognized you in the 
last block?” 

When one listens to the Get Smart 
dialog, Barbara hardly sounds like 
her old sexpot self. Don Adams, as 
Agent 86, seems scarcely aware of the 
fact that she’s a girl. He treats her like 
a fellow agent. He puts her down a lot 
(“99, you’re too statuesque”). But 99 
is always following, admiring, forgiv- 
ing, and utterly devoted to 86. 

According to a Get Smart director, 
Dick Donner: “86 is that little boy 
everybody wants to mother. If I need 
a bit of business to fill a hole, I say, 
‘Hey, Barbie Doll, mother him up a 
little.’ Barbie’s perfect. Even standing 
around, she’s working.” 

In a chic wool Rudi Gernreich suit 
with long belted jacket, turtle-neck 
sweater and pert beret; and expen- 
sively accessorized with Van Cleef & 
Arpels pearl necklace and _ continued 
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Barbara Feldon/ continued 


earrings and a Chanel quilted hand- 
bag, Barbara Feldon sits at a street- 
side window table at The Aware Inn 
on Sunset Strip. 

She orders the vegetable pilaf. 
“We're food fanatics. Every Saturday 
Lucien and I go to the Farmer’s Mar- 
ket for brunch. We'll have tacos, bar- 
becued spareribs, and a marvey Ital- 
ian bread I can’t remember the name 
of. I prefer salads to anything in the 
world. Lucien did this to me. The 
kitchen is his natural area to be cre- 
ative in. Before Lucien, my idea of 
cooking was to put cheese in every- 
thing and marshmallow on top.” 


Dirty wrists in Pittsburgh 


Before Lucien, a lot of things were 
different for Barbara Hall of Pitts- 
burgh, Pa. “If L.A. is smoggy, it’s a 
breath of fresh air compared to Pitts- 
burgh. At 10 in the morning the cars 
had their headlights on. At Noon the 
sun was just an orange glow in the 
sky. And your wrists were always 
dirty.” 

She was a little waif who studied 
ballet. “All kids are lonely. They want 
mail, like at camp. I even sent away 
for my Little Orphan Annie decoder 
ring. Today I get lots of letters from 
lonely kids. They want to know what 
to do about their pimply complexions, 
things like that. I wish I could really 
reach out and touch them.” 

As a spindly teen-ager, she was 
too tall for the boys. “They preferred 
the chubby little cheerleader types.” 
After that it was Carnegie Tech drama 
school, where she became, of all 
things, a Shakespearean scholar—and 
enough of an authority to win $64,000 
on The $64,000 Question (category: 
Shakespeare) . 

Miss Feldon’s next television per- 
formance sparked a run on _ the 
Nation’s strategic stockpile of 5- 
Day Deodorant Pads. The way Lucien 
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describes her tele-debut: “Barbara 
stepped out of the shower with her 
hair piled up and a towel wrapped 
around her, not seeming in the least 
surprised to find you in the bathroom.” 
From then on she was a “star” in the 
firmament of tele-blurbs. 

If Barbara is continually being put 
down in her role as a working spy, 
disparagement is something she has 
yet to experience as Mrs. Lucien Ver- 
doux Feldon. “In eight years I’ve 
never criticized him for anything, nor 
he I.” He calls her Pussy Cat. She 
calls him Muggin. “Because he looks 
like a gorgeous male-type urchin.” 

They -play a lot. They’re like the 
Bobbsey Twins exploring hand-in- 
hand. “Let’s go see the Watts Towers.” 
“Let’s take in Mt. Baldy.” They snap 
a lot of pictures. (Lucien’s a photog- 
raphers’ agent by trade.) And, of 
course, being gourmets, they’ve sam- 
pled every cuisine from Perino’s on 
Wilshire Boulevard to La Golondrina 
Mexican Café on Olvera Street. 

As for her unique propensity for 
being at once a sexpot and acceptable 
in the family medium, executive pro- 
ducer Leonard Stern says: “A man’s 
wife can be seated next to him while 
he’s being enchanted with Barbara, 
yet the wife feels no resentment.” 


As a performer, she’s Camp 


Stern adds: “As a performer, Bar- 
bara’s Camp. As a human being, this 
is a girl totally without guile.” 

Recently a lady fan-magazine inter- 
viewer, fishing for a tantalizing tidbit, 
asked the. leading question: “Does 
your husband prefer twin beds or—?” 
The lady could scarcely have been 
prepared for Barbara’s answer: “Oh, 
we don’t sleep together. You see, Yang, 
our Siamese cat, won't sleep with 
Sacha, our Puli dog. So I have to sleep 
with Yang and Lucien has to sleep 
with Sacha.”

For the past dozen years, my mother 
has diligently written countless vari- 
ations of the above letter, all of them 
concluding with suggestions like: “So 
why don’t you get married, already?” 
or “It’s time you settled down” or 
“Why don’t you find yourself a nice 
girl?” Her prodigious correspondence 
has kept me informed on the mating 
habits of friends, neighbors, college 
classmates, cronies from summer 
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camp, the defensive platoon of a long- 
defunct sand-lot football team, remote 
country cousins and the kid who used 
to deliver the Long Island Star-Jour- 
nal back in Sunnyside, N.Y. 

This time she was rejoicing over the 
happiness found by the son of ‘the 
owners of a Florida resort, where she 
was spending the winter. And, like all 
the previous letters, there it was—“It 
should happen to you”—that harangu- 
ing expectation looming at the bottom 
of the page. 

While I have never lacked the tran- 
sitory pleasures of regular female 
companionship, for some reason I was 
suddenly compelled to take more 
positive action. Perhaps this danger- 
ous mood was due to the giddy feel- 
ing resulting from my first income 
tax rebate in seven years or the 
nagging vision of that nubile bit of 
Danish pastry romping tethered on 
Florida beaches. ° 


I had been reading about Operation 
Match, the date-making computer 
popularized by Harvard University 
undergraduates. But at 33 I was far 
too old for that. The prospect of join- 
ing an Over-28 club seemed loath- 
some. I have never been able to skill- 
fully accost a young lady in a bar, nor 
did I feel desperate enough to beg 
friends to supply me with a blind date. 

There was only one logical solution 
—The Dating Game—a daytime tele- 
vision show that has played Cupid 
for more than 300 couples since its 
premiere last December. More than 
four million housewives, many of 
them presumably mothers like my 
own, were tuning in five days a week 
to watch ABC’s answer to “Marty.” 

The game was simple. Three eligible 
bachelors were seated behind a parti- 
tion, concealed from a pretty girl who 
asked each of the eager males a series 
of probing questions. She finally se- 
lected one of the three to be her com- 
panion for a night-club opening, din- 
ner at a posh restaurant, yachting on 
the Pacific, jetting to Las Vegas or 
who knows what else. One of the 
couples had become friendly enough 
to run off and get married. 

Why not, I thought? 

Wearing .a conservatively striped 
suit and subdued tie, I opened the red 
door leading to The Dating Game’s 
Hollywood offices, just as 14,000 aspi- 
rants had done before me. A friend 
had described the subsequent screen- 
ing procedure as a combination of 
Dachau, Ellis Island and Little League. 
Warily, I joined 10 other would-be 
swains who were hunched over on 
folding chairs, fillmg out a stack of 
mimeographed personality tests. 

I leaned on an old New Yorker 
magazine as I responded to the numer- 
ous queries appearing on myriad 
green, white, pink and blue forms. 
My friend was correct. The only test 
missing was the Wassermann. 

A pretty receptionist asked me to 
pose for a Polaroid photograph to-

sand kicked in his face on the beach. 
I glanced at his application. He was 
Michael Dante, onetime suitor of 
Lana Turner, noted for his gangster 
roles in B movies. I gulped and tightly 
clamped a pipe in my mouth just be- 
fore the camera snapped. Dante looked 
fine in the finished print, but a puff 
of smoke obscured my dour face. I 
required two retakes. 

Five other males and myself were 
ushered into a small office decorated 
with bullfight posters. Two girls en- 
tered from another door, hidden be- 
hind a makeshift partition. A cool 
blonde production aide suggested we 
play a practice game, advising us to be 
funny and bright. 

“Would you marry a girl who had 
posed for Playboy?” said a voice from 
behind the partition. 

“TJ don’t think so,’ I replied. “My 
old-fashioned New England morality 
would probably prevent it.” 

Such modest answers to this and 
several similar inquiries apparently 
clinched it. On the way out, I was 
handed a form which read: “Congrat- 
ulations. You have been selected from 
a score of applicants to participate in 
a final run-through.” My mother 
would have been proud. 

For the next two weeks I worked 
on a sun tan while fitfully waiting to 
be recalled. I was eventually sum- 
moned into the office of the show’s 
producer, crew-cut Chuck Barris, a 
former songwriter. 

Barris sat behind a large mahogany 
desk covered with petitions of love- 
sick Dating Game candidates. He wore 
a football parka emblazoned with the 
words “The Dating Game” as he 
moderated a question-and-answer 
session involving four other men—an 
Argentine architect, a male model, a 
zoology major, a soap-company junior 
executive—and two concealed girls.

I fielded three minutes of questions 
concerning subjects such as first-date 
kissing (“I don’t require it, but I 
never seem to have any trouble”) 
and where I would take a young 
lady to impress her on a first date 
(“We would go to my house for a 
drink and sit by the fireplace for 
some good conversation’). 

A production aide phoned a month 
later to tell me I had been chosen as a 
contestant.

D-Day arrives 


On D-Day I showered, shaved 
closely and carefully brushed my hair.

Jack Dumont, a 53-year veteran of 
his craft, dabbed Max Factor 8N 
Pan-Cake on my cheeks and under my 
eyes with the same flourishes he had 
used on John Bunny, Francis X. Bush- 
man, Buster Keaton and Jane Powell 
in years past. 

“Clear the halls!” shouted a third 
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ABC page as he cautiously guided me 
into a waiting room, where I met 
my formidable adversaries. Fred De- 
Gorter, a television writer with Bat- 
man and Green Hornet scripts to his 
credit, wore Gaucho boots and a blue 
mohair suit with a red silk lining. His 
nails were manicured and highly pol- 
ished.

The long wait 


A production assistant briefed us, 
gave us a pep talk and conducted a 
final run-through.

A page brought him some black cof- 
fee. Lenzer self-consciously adjusted 
his tie in a flourescent-lit mirror.

What's good for college football

The message from ABC’s vice presi- 
dent in charge of sports was inspira- 
tional. “We are delighted,” it read, “to 
be associated with the NCAA once 
again. We feel that the wonderful 
spirit, color and tradition of college 
football give it a unique and treasured 
place in the American sports picture, 
and we look forward to presenting 
this distinguished series of football 
games between student athletes at 
the Nation’s leading educational insti- 
tutions. . . .” 

Translated, this means that even 
though ABC is taking over the tele- 
casts of college football for the next 
two years, we still may be seeing a 
game between Grapefruit U. and 
Apricot Tech on the same day that 
Michigan State may be playing Notre 
Dame for the national championship. 

The networks televising college 
games over the years haven't intended 
things to come out that way, but they 
have, mainly because of the system 
imposed by the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association. In April, you 
see, the TV schedule is drawn up for 
the fall, a practice not approved by 
your more refined football nuts, who 
feel that the game each Saturday 
should be selected the previous Mon- 
day, contingent upon current condi- 
tions. 

Surprisingly, the NCAA has a side 
in the debate. It takes the position 
that television should be protective, 
as well as promotional. In other words, 
if the NCAA went unfailingly on TV 
with its top match, the local games 
would be hurt. It sort of suggests the 
famous confession of Oliver Wendell 
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Holmes that he never dared write as 
funny as he could, the implication 
being that readers would sustain frac- 
tures and abrasions laughing. 

The second point advanced by col- 
legiate leaders in defense of their 
television plan is that the schedule 
should include as many different teams 
as possible. Forty-nine schools, repre- 
senting every major conference, will 
be seen on national and regional tele- 
vision this year. When, according to 
the NCAA, a team appears on TV, its 
popularity is enhanced in its local 
area, thus boosting attendance. 

Those who oppose the present TV 
policy argue that the Nation wants 
to see the best game available each 
Saturday. And this can be accom- 
plished only by working on a week- 
to-week basis. 

A rhubarb of uncommon magnitude 
developed last year when NBC, then 
televising college football, tried to do 
better but was forced to schedule 
meaningless regional games on the 
day Michigan State was playing Notre 
Dame for the national title and UCLA 
was meeting USC for the Rose Bowl 
invitation. It appeared to many as 
pure contempt for the citizenry on 
the part of the NCAA, which also 
was weakening its case in its struggle 
with pro football. The pros have been 
booking double-headers on TV. They 
are getting new stadia, building new 
markets and peddling their game 
eagerly. It would be naive for the col- 
legians to believe they are not in com- 
petition with the pros, and a competi- 
tor must be dealt with forcefully. 

Still another voice in the choir is

that of the small schools within the 
NCAA, which take the side of neither 
their colleagues nor the football pub- 
lic. From the viewpoint of the small 
schools, television is a monumental 
bust. Of the more than 570 colleges in 
the NCAA, roughly 135-140 play big- 
time football. And only the big-timers 
appear on TV. The little guys not only 
are kept off the networks, but reap 
darned few financial benefits. And 
their games, besides, lose customers 
to those shown on television. 

For years the small schools have 
contended that all TV monies should 
go into a central pot and be distrib- 
uted among the entire membership. 
Confides the athletic director of one 
small college, “It’s lucky for the Ohio 
States and the Alabamas that the tele- 
vision issue is never brought to the 
floor of NCAA conventions. The little 
fellows would teach the big ones all 
about the greatest good for the great- 
est number.” 

The manner in which college foot- 
ball was awarded to ABC for the next 
two years for a total of $15,600,000 was 
unconventional, in that the other net- 
works were not invited to bid for the 
package. The NCAA chose ABC be- 
cause CBS and NEC were tied to pro- 
fessional leagues. 

“We wanted exclusivity,” said an 
NCAA spokesman. “We felt a net- 
work not allied with the pros would 
do a better job for us. And even 
though putting the package out to 
open bidding might have brought us 
a little more money, we preferred the 
promotional benefits of exclusivity to 
extra revenue.” 
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Although it happens, from time to 
time, that TV viewers get dog games 
on the days of super matches, the net- 
work makes a genuine effort to avoid 
it. A network committee spends con- 
siderable time working out the best 
possible schedule within the frame- 
work of the NCAA ground rules. The 
schedule is then submitted to the 
NCAA television committee for ap- 
proval. 

“Our biggest headache is with games 
in late season,” says an ABC execu- 
tive. “On Dec. 3, for instance, we have 
booked Alabama and Auburn. At the 
start of the season, such a game shows 
promise. But by the time it is played, 
it could be totally insignificant.” 

The first order of business in ar- 
ranging the TV schedule each year is 
to write in the game between Army 
and Navy. Those who recognize and 
enjoy the best football don’t necessar- 
ily appreciate this automatic choice. 
On Nov. 26, for example, the service 
schools will be playing on the same 
date that Notre Dame is meeting USC. 
Normally, the Irish and Southern Cal 
eat teams like Army and Navy for 
their first meal. The so-called tradi- 
tion of the game between the acad- 
emies is stirring only if one is partial 
to pageantry. 

But to those who couldn’t care less 
about parades and about rooting sec- 
tions in which guys toss aloft their 
hats, the quality and the wallop of a 
Notre Dame-USC game is preferable 
any day. 

So call me some kind of Communist. 
But, for football, Army-Navy is an 
overrated match.
